WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The Legislature of Nevada in 1305 by 


a majority Tote of the two Houses pro- 
posed the following amendment to the 
constitution of the State: 


To amend Article -II by striking 


therefrom, wherever it occurs, the word 
"male." 


It the Legislature at it8 next session 


"approves the proposed amendment the 


question will be submitted to the peo 
pie at the next general-election, and if 
a majority of the votes cast fo'- and 
against the amendment are in its favor 
the word "male" will be stricken from 
the constitution wherever it occurs. 


The effect of the amendment will 


to establish the equal political rights 
of all American citizens, irrespective of 
sex. In other words it will give women 
the right to vote under the same re< 
strictions now imposed upon 
mep 


They will have to be American citizens 
of the nge of 21 years, residents of the 
State for six months and of the county 
thirty days next preceding the day of 
election and duly registered as prc 
BCtibed by lnw. 


It is not necessary just now to state 


the many valid reasons that might be 
given for ratifying 
this proposed 


amendment at the next session of 'the 
Legislature, as one will suffice and thai 
is that it will cost nothing to submit it 
to the people at the next general elec- 
tion. The qualified electors of the 
State are to be the judges in the matter 
and if they do not want it they will re 
jeot It as they have many other pro 
posed amendments to too constitution 
The fact that some members >oE thi 
Legislature are pledged by -platform ri 
vote for submitting the question to thi 
people at the polls should not deter tb 
members who are not so pledged from 
voting in its favor. No representativ 
of the people in the National or Stat 
Legislature should fear to submit any 
question of public interest to the peo 
pie. If the cause is just the people wil 
ratify it, it it is not they will reject it 
If there is any good reason why an in 
telligent woman should be denied 
political right that is accorde'd u 
ignorant man the people know it nm 
the members of the Legislature cannc 
do less than give them opportunity t 
say what they think about it.

CIRCULAR WAINBOWB, 


Something Out of the Usual Order in 


tho !)i»|iluy of Colors. ' 


Several circular rainbows, which, by 


thp way, are meteorological phenom- 
ena of rare occurrence, have been de- 
scribed in " Notes for the Curious " in 
the St. Louis Republic during the p*st 
seven or eight years. The one now 
under consideration, however, was si) 
unique that we would certainly give, 
room for a description 'of it, even' 
though the department had recently 
beed overcrowded with circular rain- 
bow lore. It waa observed.in India by 
Lieutenant Whoelock about the middle 
of August. Mr. Wheelock wu» climb- 
ing a mountain spur at sunrise. The 
itmosphere was clear, but there was .a 
heavy fog hanging over the valleys. As 
;he sun rose u rainbow, round as a 
lircius ring, was 'seen in the fog which 
all but obscured one of tho beautiful 
akes which are so common iu India. 
Mr. Wheelock' is a trained meteorolo- 
gist and was not at all astoi.ishod to 
see a- circular rainbow, knowing, as he 
did, the conditions under which it was 
formed. But what attracted his atten- 
,ion in particular was tha-presence of a 
bright spot in the exact center of. the 
beautiful' variegated band composing 
the circular " bow:" This spot was so 
intensely luminous that the observer 
thought that it might be a bush.fire 
some distance away; bat this suppo- 
sition was soon dispelled by further 
developments. Slowly and regularly, 
and from all sides at once, the bright 
center spot became surrounded by 
circles of radiant light, each contain- 
iue'allof the primary colors—In fact, 
each w.-.s a perfect miniature circular 
rainbow.. This wonderful phenomenon 
lasted for about two hours, or until the 
sun had arisen to such a height that 
the reflection sank back against the 
mountain side. Mr. Wheelock watched 
it until it had faded away,'pronouncing 
it the most beautiful and wonderful 
sight he had ever beheld.

Nevada. It-appears that m'enprofess- 
ing to be geologists gave, it as their 
opinion that the formation precluded 
the possibility of coal mines, being 
found in this State. Now practical 
miners lire refuting the.theories of the 
scientists. 
At present the Nevada 


Central Railway Company has eight 
men at work on a coal mine in Cram 
Canyon, near Battle Mountain, and the 
prospects are favorable f or the develop- 
ment' otv ext&nsiye coal beds. In Es- 
meralda' county, not far from Colum- 
bus, coal mines have been discovered 
and tho coal is being used at Columbus 
and Caudelaria for domestic purposes. 


A lump of coal, which experts say is 


of good quality from the Esmeralda 
mines, was brought to this office some 
time ago, and can be seen here. It is 
larger than the heads of tho scientists t"?) 
who with owlish wisdom said " there 
are no coal minea in Nevada."

Building a 20 story structure is much 


liko building n dwelling house in one 
respect— there's always deviations from 
the plans and improvements upou them. 
For every alteration from the drawings 
filed with the buildiug department the 
permission of'the board of examiners 
must be had. If the iterations aro prop- 
er, consent is granted, but on condi- 
tion that approved fire appliances be put 
in the building, particularly in the up- 
per stories. These include a stipulation 
that at least ouo elevator shall be'ready 
to run at nny time iu tho night in or- 
der that tho firemen can get tip and 
down quickly; the putting of hose aud 
firo buckets on each floor, aud, usually, 
a BtEiidpipe, with, couplings for each 
flocr. When tho onilders couseiit to m.ld 
thwiu equipments and others -deemed 
necessary, including, a competent night 
watch service, permission is granted to 
uu'ko the alterations.- This applies, of 
coi-rse. only to buildings under con- 
struction recently. Of thoso already up 
tl'ire IB small, hope ur.lesa the under 
writers' offer of lower premiums appeal 
sufficiently to tho pocketbook. 


To tbo end tJiat the'firo resistance o! 


building materijtls shall be known posi- 
tively, lire tesw lii.ve beer, madij under 
the supervision, of the superintendent of 
builfiiugB. Threesuch public oxhibitions 
already have been held, and they will 
be continued at intervals through the 
winter. When .finished, Superintendent. 
Cqnstable will make a report to the 
board of examiners.

It was 
certain the spider could not have as- 
cended from the table, and it Avas equal- 
ly certain that, aerial Cotat.on of the 
line from n fixed point was impossible, 
as it involved floating in four opposite 
directions. The rapidity with which the 
initial movements in forming a web are 
made cannot bo reconciled with any 
theory of a simple atmospheric convec- 
tion, and propulsion appears the only 
explanation.
